— Tliis  w;is  another  i|iiiet  little  spot  in  the  same  Idi  ality  a  tiesirahle  little  dut-ol-the-way  i inner  wliere 
poker  could  be  played  without  interniptiiin>  front  peddlers  or  tramps.  Cabins  in  the  Klondike  represent  a  iinieh  lar'.;er  outlay 
than  many  attractive  frame  houses  ill  the  ci'.ies.  Carpenters  and  house  painters  out  of  eniploynienl  slmuld  not  hesitate  to  got', 
the  K" I'l 'ields.  With  a  sup|.ly  of  tools  and  a  healthy  ambition,  they  staial  a  >,'ood  chance  of  strikiin,'  a  >;old  iniiie  by  erect-.ni; 
houses,  even  if  they  fail  to  strike  a  better  one  under  foot.  The  demand  for  houses  in  tlu'  Klondike  is  t'oini;  to  create  a  Ini;  lio'jni  in 
tlie  ( arpentering  business  and  the  lucky  ones  who  have  already  struck  ipiarters  are  in  the  way  of  a  gooil  thing.
